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1 1 . Regarding the foreign priority document, the Examiner acknowledges the request to retrieve electronic priority application was received 
by the Office on February 19, 2010. The Examiner considers this request sufficient to obtain the certified priority document. Applicant's 
arguments are not persuasive. Lee et al. teach a composite yarn made of an effect yarn and a core yarn which is used as the warp and/or 
weft of a woven fabric (see rejection dated 4/21/10). Therefore, the composite yarn can be present in both the warp and weft of the woven 
fabric. Therefore, the warp contains the effect yarn as properly construed by Applicant which has a monofilament fineness of 0.001 to 0.3. 
However, Applicant argues that the effect yarn or "warp yarn" of Lee is air texturized while the yarn as claimed by Applicant is false-twisted. 
The Examiner submits that the claim does not require that it is false twisted but rather can be a polyester multifilament or (emphasis) its 
false twist yarn. Therefore, an air texturized yarn can properly read on a polyester multifilament consisting of ultra fine yarns. Additionally, 
Applicant argues that Lee teaches that the core yarn has a fineness of 1 - 8 deniers. It should be noted that the core yarn is not equivalent 
to Applicant's "weft yarn" but rather the effect yarn which Lee has noted can also be in the weft direction. The core yarn as noted by the 
Office Action has a fineness of 0.001 to 0.3 denier. The Examiner submits that the claimed limitations have been met. 
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
